MACON,  Qa.,  Oct.  13.— Eugene  Kly, 
aviator,  met  death  at  the  elate  fair 
grounds  today  when  hi*  machine  failed 
to  rise  from  a  sensational  dip,  and 
plunged  with  birr  fifty  feet  to  the 
ground.  He  fell  in  the  field  of  the  race 
track,  after  almost  clearing  the  ma- 
chine by  a  desperate  leap  whea  he 
realised  his  peril.  Bones  were  broken 
Ii  a  score  of  places. 

Ely  died  a  few  minutes  later,  regain- 
ing consciousness  lust  before  the  end 
long  enough  to  mutter;  "I  lost  control; 
1  know  I  am  going  to  die." 

Kly  made  a  filgbt  this  morning,  aa- 
rending  8,100  fact  At  a.45  o'clock  be 
legar  his  second  Slight,  rising  grace- 
fully from  the  track  enclosure,  which 
he  circled  at  th*  rat*  of  90  mllen  an 
hour.  As  he  was  completing  the  circle 
he  mad*  a  dip.  seemingly  to  startle  the 
t.iousands  beneath  him.  the  machine 
shot  down  with  troinendoue  velocity 
and  the  crowd  applauded,  thinking  the 
aviator  would  rise,  as  he  *  had  don* 
many  time*  before,  but  Kly  eeemed  to 
leao  bla  grip  en  the  lever,  and  the  ma- 
chine continued  ita  downward  plunge. 
He  attempted  to  Ha*  from  hi*  aaat.  Re- 
leasing th*  l*v*r  altogether,  be  half 
Jumped,  barely  clearing  the  monoplane 
aa  It  craahed  to  the  ground.  The  if  a* 
chin*  was  demolished  and  Kly  struck 
with  terrific  fore*.  He  died  shortly 
after  reaching  the  hospital. 

Kly.  a  native  of  Iowa,  left  his  wife 
in  New  York  two  week*  ago  to  com* 
to  Macon  to  give  n  series  of  flight* 
for  the  tut*  fair.  He  had  been  giving 
spectacular  flight*  here  for  eight  day*.

WASHINGTON.  Oct.]  19—  Former 
Senator  AldtHPh-of  RhoAs  Island,  sub- 
mitted today  to  the  national  monetary 
cocnmlalon.  of  which  ha  is  chairman, 
a  revision  of  hla  plan  for  monetary  leg- 
fetation.  The  commission  may  use  It  ae 
the  baale  of  ita  recommendation  to 
congress. 

The  basic  principles  of  the  revised 
plan  are  substantially  the  name  as 
those  embodied  In  Mr.  Aid  rich's  first 
proposal,  sent  to  the  commission  last 
January,  which  he  said  he  expected 
would  serve  as  a  basis  for  national 
discussion. 

Briefly,  the  plan  still  provides  for 
the  organisation  of  the  national  re- 
serve asaoclatlon,  with  a  capital  of 
approximately  8300,eoo,uOO,  in  which 
tha  United  States  government  and  the 
banka  owning  shares  In  the  association 
shall  be  the  only  depositors. 

The  plan  of  dividing  the  United 
States  Into  fifteen  financial  districts 
is  urged. 

In  each  district  the  banks  shall  form 
local  associations,  which  In  turn  will 
be  represented  in  the  branches,  and 
finally  in  the  central  organization, 
through  a  system  of  election  of  direct- 
ors which  it  ta  said  will  make  It  Im- 
post ble  for  any  section  or  aet  of  bank- 
ers to  control  the  whole. 

To  provide  for  the  $790,000,000  of 
two  per  cent,  government  bonds  now 
owned  by  the  national  banks  and  used 
as  tha  basis  of  note  circulation,  the 
following  plan  la  proposed: 

Upon  the  application  of*the  reserve 
association  the  secretary  of  the  treas- 
ury shall  exchange  the  two  per  cant. 
bonds,  which  the  association  will  buy 
from  tha  banks  at  par  and  accrued  In- 
terest, for  a  new  Issue  of  three  per 
cent  securities  payable  In  fifty  years. 
The  reeerve  association  will  pay  to 
the  government  a  epeclal  franchise  tax 
of  one  and  a  half  per  cent  per  year 
on  the  amount  of  such  bonds.  Aa  the 
government's  Interest  charge  on  tho 
two  per  cent  bonds  Is  now  actually 
one  and  a  half  per  cent  since  tha 
banka  pay  back  a.  half  of  one  per  cent 
aa  a  tax  when  the  bonds  are  used  as 
the  basis  of  note  circulation,  this  will 
reimburse  tha  government  for  the  ex- 
tra interest  it  will  be  called  upon  to 
pay  aa  a  result  of  exchanging  the  twos 
for  threes.  The  exchange  will  enable 
the  government  to  provide  perman- 
ently for  a  large  portion  of  the  Interest 
bearing  public  debt  at  a  net  Interest 
charge  of  one  and  a  half  per  cant 
This  arrangement  proposes  a  solution 
of  what  many  financiers  declared  tha 
greateat  dbetacl*  to  the  plan.  It  dis- 
poses permanently  of  tha  band-secured 
currency  without  loss  to  the  govern- 
ment and  without,  imposing  upon  the  , 
reserve  association  the  ownership  of 
tha  9780,000.000  two  per  cent  bond*. 

The  association  will  agree  to  bold 
the  'three  per  cents  for  fifty  year*,  but 
tha  secretary  ot  tha  treasury  afjer  five 
years  will  have  the  option  of  permit- 
ting the  association  to  sell  the  securi- 
ties at  a  rata  not  greater  than  960.000,- 
000  a  year.  The  government  may  re- 
serve  the  right  to  redeem  any  of  the 
bonds  before  'maturity,  to  buy  any  of 
them  at  jfcir  for  the  trustees  of  th* 
postal  saving  system  or  otherwise 
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Hankow  Is  again  cut  off  from  direct 
telegraphic  communication  with  the 
outside  world.  It  Is  not  known  whether 
the  fighting  which  began  early  Wed- 
nesday morning  between  revolutionists 
and  the  imperial  troops  continues,  l.axt 
advices  out  of  Hankow  indicated  that 
the  rebels  had  retired  into  Wu  Chang, 
having  met  a  temporary  reverse.

Only  a  feef 
thousand  man  are  noir.^o  b*  sent  from 
these  provinces.  Arrangements  for 
their  tranaportatlon  are  net  yet  com- 
pleted. -;. 

The  change  In  plans  Is  supposed  to 
be  due  t*  the  feeling  that  the  original 
two  divisions  proceeding  to  Hankow  by 
rail  wilt  be  sufficient  to  deal  with  the 
situation,  aa  It  has  developed  up  to  tha 
present. 

"While  acknowledging  the  possibility 
that  the  Hankow  revolt  -was  prema- 
ture and  that  the  revolutionary  organs  , 
may  yet  succeed  In  fomenting  risings 
elsewhere,"  say*  the  correspondent, 
"one  cannot  ignore  the  fact  that  the 
government  has  gained  time  and  ef- 
fected precautionary  measures  calcu- 
lated to  restrict  the  area  of  the  rebel- 
lion. If  the  Issue  is  really  narrowed  to 
Hankow,  the  government  must  win,  un- 
less the  northern  troops  are  disloyal.

In  the  organization  of  the  executive 
committee  of  nine  members,  only  one 
of  the  five  elected  members,  the  four 
others  being  the  governor  of  the  as- 
sociation, hia  two  deputies  and  the 
comptroller  of  the  currency',  ex-officto 
— may  be  chosen  from  any  one  district. 
The  whole  board  of  directors  may  re- 
serve to  itself  any  authority  it  de- 
sires, and  is  not  bound  to  vest  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  with   full  control. 

The  original  plan  provided  that  the 
president  should  have  power  to  remove 
the  governor.  The  revised  plan  reserves 
the  right  of  removal  to  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  board.  One  Important 
change  is  the  admission  to  membership 
ot  state  bank  and  trust  companies  that 
conform  to  certain  standards. 

Requirements  for  reserves  to  be  held 
against  deposits  are  made  the  same  for 
national  banks,  state  banks  and  trust 
companies,  but  the  present  reserve,  re- 
quirements of  national  banks  are  modi- 
lied  to  the  extent  of  requiring  no  re- 
serves against  time  deposits  except  for 
the  thirty  days  preceding  their  matur- 
ity. This  provision,  which  resembles 
thus  the  trust  company  laws  of  some 
states.  Is  expected  to  make  It  more  pro- 
fitable for  national  hanks  to  hold  time 
deposits  in  competition  with  trust  com- 
panies.

A  provision  that  the  association  shall 
discount  for  any  member  nute«  and  bills 
of  exchange  arlslna-  out  of  commercial 
transactions  Is  further  developed  in  the 
line  of  preventing  the  granting  of  loans 
upon  securities. 

The  notes  and  bills  eligible  for  die* 
count  by  the  association  are  restricted 
to  such  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  as 
are  Issued  or  drawn  for  agricultural. 
Industrial  or  commercial  purposes,  and 
not  for  carry  Ins;  stocks,  bonds  or.  other 
Investment  securities. 

This  interpretation  will  exclude  brok- 
ers' notes  for  carrying  stocks.  Banks, 
under  this  provision.  It  is  said,  will  be 
encouraged  to  carry  their  .auxiliary  re- 
serve in  commercial  paper  Instead  of 
call  loans  on  the  stock  market  Na- 
tional banks  will  have  the  right  to  es- 
tablish aavlnga  departments,  and  to 
li-nd  not  more  than  40  per  cent,  ot  such 
deposits  upon  productive  real  estate. 
The  national  bank  act  now  prohibits 
such  loans,  but  there  Is  a  constant  de- 
mand for  them  In  the  west. 

l**or  the  tesei  <es  of  the  association,  tt 
la  proposed  that  fifty  per  cent,  of  Its 
demand  liabilities,  including  deposits 
and  note  Issues,  shall  be  covered  by  gold 
or  other  lawful  money,  with  a  provision 
that  whenever  the  reserve  falls  below 
SO  per  cent,  the  aaeociatlon  la  bound  to 
pay  the  government  a  apeclal  tax.  which 
increases  In  rate  in  proportion  to  the 
deficiency. 

Thla  plan  In  auch  Instancea,  la  expect- 
ed to  stimulate  an  Increase  In  the  rata 
of  discount,  and  to  bring  In  gold  until 
tho  reaervea  again  become  normal. 

Another  new  provision  specifies  that 
any  local  association  may  Assume  and 
exercise  the  powers  and  functions  of  the 
clearing  house.

Meleaaea  From  Asylnm — By  an  order- 
ln-council  of  the  provincial  executive 
Just  adopted  Isaac  Harry  Nosovltch, 
who,  during  the  past  six  months  has 
been  a  patient1  in  the  criminal  ward  of 
the  hospital  for  the  insane  at  New 
Westminster,  has  been  discharged  from 
that  Institution  as  cured  and  released 
from  custody  upon  the  recommendation 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  law  omcera 
of  the  crown.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  Nosovltch,  a  milk  tester  in  the  con- 
densed milk  factory  at  New  West- 
mlneter,  during  the  night  of  March  1» 
last,  wantonly  flred  five  shots  from  a 
revolver  at  Alfred  Hayden,  night  watch- 
man of  the  factory,  one  of  which  took 
effect  in  Hayden's  head,  although  he  has 
now  quite  recovered.  There  was  no 
quarrel — no  motive  for  the  unprovoked 
attack— and  upon  Nosovitch's  arraign- 
ment for  ehootlng  with  Intent  to  mur- 
der, the  Jury  recommended  an  examin- 
ation as  to  mental  condition.  This  ex- 
amination being  made  showed  the  man 
not  t«  be  bald  responsible  for  his 
actions,  and  he  was  accordingly  com- 
mitted to  the  asylum,  where  a  cure  has 
since  been  brought  about.

Because  the  provincial  educational 
department  has  seen  fit  to  appoint  Mr. 
W.  N.  Wlnsby.  principal  of  the  Boys' 
Central  school,  to  the  position  of  In- 
spector of  schools  and  requires  his  ser- 
vices on  November  1  next,  the  members 
of  the  local  school  board  are  up  ln 
arms.  They  claim  that  the  board 
should  have  been  given  more  notice  be- 
fore one  of  the  most  efficient  members 
on  the  local  teaching  staff  Is  taken 
away  and  to  Indicate  that  they  cannot 
possibly  afford  to  lose  Mr.  Wlnsby's 
services  under  such  circumstances,  the 
board  at  Its  special  meeting  last  even- 
ing refused  to  accept  the  resignation 
tendered  In  a  communication  dated  Oc- 
tober II. 

Superintendent  K.  B.  Paul  pointed 
out  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  fill 
Mr.  Wlnsby's  place  on  such  notice  and 
in  addition  the  staff  of  the  whole 
school  would  be  disarranged.  If  the 
educational  department  had,  allowed 
him  to  remain  until  the  end  of  the  year 
there  would  have  been  time  given  for 
appointing  a  successor. 

Trustee  Jay  pointed  out  that  the  de- 
partment ln  taking  Mr.  Wlnsby  on  such 
brief  notice  is  departing  from  its  own 
regulations,  which  do  not  permit  « 
teacher  to  resign  until  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Trustees  Mrs.  Jenkins  and  Rlddell 
urged  the  acceptance  of  the  resigna- 
tion. The  former  pointed  out  that  this 
Is  the  fifth  principal  -of  the  Boys'  Cen- 
tral school  who  has  been  appointed  an 
Inspector. 

The  department  will  be  advised  of 
the  impossibility  of  securing  a  succes- 
sor to  Mr.  'Wlnsby  before  the  end  of  the 
month  and  will  be  requested  to  permit 
him  to  remain  until  the  end  of  the  year.

Tabercnlo sis  Society 


At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Antl-Tuberculosls  society  held  on 
Monday  last,  the  secretary,  Hrs.  Joseph- 
Capron,  {  rms  Carmlchael.  who  has  recently  return- 
ed from  a  visit  to  the  TranquUle  Sani- 
tarium, read  a  report  referring  to,  the, 
noticeable  barrenness  and  cheerless  ap- 
pearance of  the  Institution.  While  she 
says  that  the*  hurraing  i*  kept  m-  beauti- 
ful condition,  so  far  as  cleanliness  Is 
concerned,  the  rooms,  according  to  her 
report,  have  not  been  properly  furnish- 
ed end  In  many  cases  are  very  bare.  The 
patients  too  seem  to  have  all  the  abso- 
lute necessities  of  life,  with  very  few 
of  the  comfort*,  which  would  go  so  far 
In  ameliorating  their  hard  fate. 

The  s*cr«tary'*xplalned  that  the  visit 
was   made  unexpectedly   and    the,  place 


was  found  ln  ordinary  working  condi- 
tion. The  dlnlngroom  and  kitchen  fur- 
nishings supplied  by  the  Victoria  socie- 
ties were  found  in  excellent  condition 
and  well  kept,  but' the  room  looked  un- 
homelike.  The  kitchen  Is  exceedingly 
well-equipped  and  the  meals  cooked 
therein,  despite  of  late  complaints,  were 
found  as  good  as  could  be  reasonably 
expected.  The  slttlngroom  fitted  by  the 
Vancouver  societies  was  found  comfort- ' 
able,  but  bare',  and  to  add  to  the  cheer- 
lessness  of  the  place,  the  ceilings  which 
had  been  built  very  high,  compared  W,,'i 
modem  ideas,  were  Painted  green  with- 
out any  relief.  Should  the  paint  be  re- 
moved it  is  suggested  it  would  material- 
ly^ brighten  the  monotonous  life  of  tbe 
patient 

The  exterior  of  the  building  Is  a  pleas- 
Ing  contrast  to  the  Interior,  a  bright 
green  lawn  well  set  With'-  border*'.  ,*IK 
flowers  occupying  the  front  of  the  build- 
in  «r,  while  *»»pw  a  fringe,  of  trees  bor- 
ders the  lake.

Hospital  Cars 

There  are  few  more  distressing  sl«hts 
than  to  see  a  severely-wounded  or  very 
aick  person  brought  on  board  the  ordin- 
ary passenger  car.  Let  the  uttendants 
be  ever  ao  careful  the  motion  of  the 
truin.  the  noiao  and  the  publicity  make 
the  ahortest  Journey  a  torture.  It  la 
very  satisfactory  to  learn  that  In 
Switzerland,  which  as  most  people 
know.  Is  a  health  resort,  a  car  has  been 
Invented,  and  Is  in  use  where  a  patient 
tan  be  as  well  cared  for  as  In  the  most 
up-to-date  hospital  ward.  The  Scientific 
American  contains  a  Swiss  doctor's 
description  of  the  car,  which  makes  one 
hope  that  the  people  of  thle  continent 
will,  before  long  have  some  adaptation 
of   thia  Invention.     The  writer  says: 

•"The  sick -room,  which  Is  located  In 
the  middle  of  the  carriage,  and  the  ad- 
joining lavatory,  ure  fitted  up  scepti- 
cally In  the  same  manner  us  up-to-date 
hospital  rooms,  all  the  walla,  ceilings, 
and  floors,  aa  well  aa  the  furniture,  be- 
ing readily  washed  and  disinfected, 
while  all  the  ancles  of  the  walls  and 
ceilings  are  rounded  off  and  any  Joints 
covered  over  with  smooth  nickel-plated 
metal  rods.  The  walls  mid  celling*  are 
painted  with  white  enamel  and  simple 
decorative  pa ttert^-«* tensive  use  has 
been  made  of  class*' porcelain,  marble 
and  nickel-plated  njetal.  Tn*  i"o°ni  are 
lined  with  Inlaid  linoleum. 

"The  sick-room  contains  a  good  bed 
with  Iron  frame  and  steel  mattress  and 
a  removable  nickel-plated  lifting  device. 
The  horsehair  mattresses  are  mode  In 
three  parts  to  facilitate  disinfection;  a 
chest  of  drawers  fitted  into  the  wall  con- 
tains several  changes  of  bed  linen.  The 
alck-rooat  further  contains  a  bed-table 
with  adjustable  plate,  an  Iron  cabinet 
with  marble  plate  and  enameled  case,  an 
upholstered  easy  chair  with  Iron  frame 
and  washable  leather  lining,  and  a  divan 


also  coated  with  washabbi  leather,  the 
hinging  back  of  which  can  bo  used  as 
an  emergency  bed.  after  coverlnti  it  with 
horsehair  mn'ttraaees.  In  addition  to  a 
drop-light,  there  is  provided  a  -portable 
electrical  wall  and  fabll  Jump  Jfvbose 
light  can  be  cut  off  by  meanaof  an  en- 
dosing  ehad*.  An  elee;lrM-«l  heating  pa* 
serves  to  heat  the  bed.  There  Is,  of 
course,  the  usual  ejtetric  bell-call  ror, 
the  nurae.  and  a  wall  fan  tor  ventila- 
tion. The  sick-room  is  accessible  from 
outside  through  broad  folffinif  dodrs  in 
the  side-walls,  through  which  the  in- 
valid  can  be  brought  in  on  a  stretcher 
or 'sedan  chair. 

"Adjoining  the  sick-room  are  the 
quarters  far  the  attending  physician  or 
nurse.  The  furnishings  here  include 
sleeping  accommodation  and  an  up- 
holstered »eot  coated  with  washable 
leather;*  further  a  folding  table  and  a 
mt-tttl  and  plate-glass  cabinet  for  medi- 
cines, surgical  Instruments,  dressing, 
etc. 

"A'  first -class  compartment  for  the 
patient's  relatives  or  friends'  Is  attach- 
ed, this  also  being  equipped  as  a  sleeper. 

"The  kitchen  is  equipped  with  an  Ice- 
box for  food  and  drink  and  to  store  ice 
for  medical  use;  there  is  a  marble-top-, 
ped  table  and  a  fire-clay  sink  on  nlcKel 
brackets  with  self-looking  water  faucet. 
Under  the  kitchen  table  there  Is  a  small 
chest  of  drawers  for  polishing  utensils 
nnd  on  top  of  the  Ice-box  a  crockery 
cabinet  in-  which  the  kitchen  linen  is 
also  kept.  The  kitchen  is  operated  elec- 
trically, M.s  arrangements  comprlring 
two  quick  acting  radlatora  with  Cardan 
suspension  and  a  roastinK-pan.  uoth 
the  wall  and  ceiling  are  lined  with  sheet 
Iron  and  painted  with  bright  enamel. 
Over  the  kitchen  aa  well  as  the  lavatory 
nrc  arranged  water-tanks  of  tinned  cop- 
perplte,  containing  a  total  of  about  1.000 
liters  of  water,  thua  providing  an  ample 
water-supply.       These    water-tanks     can

San  Francisco  Is  energetically  getting 
ready  to  seek  its  share  of  the  trade  via 
Panama.  ^Already  a  bond  appropria- 
tion of  tww  million  dollars  lift*  been  ex- 
pended. No  sooner  did  the  people  of 
tha  bait  city  find  that  thla  money  had 
gone  Into  docking  facilities  than  an- 
other appropriation  of  nIMo  millions  of 
dollars  was  voted.  This  1b  the  fund 
with  which  tha  work  will  be  continued. 
The  Improvements  tn^San  Francisco's 
harbor  consist  tn  building  a  eonrete 
seawall  parallel  with  the  shor*  line  and 
Ailing  in  the  space  between,  making  a 
large  area  of  seawall  lots.  From  the 
seawall,  piers  have  been  built  and  oth- 
ers 'are  being  constructed,  at  right 
angles  to  the  walh  These  piers  are  the 
most  modern  known  to  ehffineers.  They 
aire  constructed  of  concrete  and  steel. 
Not-  even  wooden  piling  is  used,  but 
steel  cylinders  are  sunk  and  the  cement 
placed  in  them.  A,bel>  Hike  railroad  is 
operated  in  connection  with  these  other 
facilities.  All  the*»  are  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  The  state  board  of  harbor 
commissioners.  • 

The  warehouses,  plots,  belt  line  rail- 
road, etc.,  are  the  property  of  the  state 
and  are  operated  by  the  state  board. so 
as  to  return  a  profit  on  the  investment.

few  years  when  the  new  waterway 
which  will  revolutionise  the  .trade,  of 
the   North   Pacific   is   completed. 

"The  lesson  of  Montreal  la  that  the 
money  expended  to  provide  facilities  to 
handle  the  shipping  trade  Is  returned 
to  Che  people  of  Canada.  It  cost  .$10,- 
OO0.00O  to  improve  the  St  Lawrence 
Ship  channel  and  the  necessary  equip- 
ment to  handle  Its  trade,  and  the  an- 
nual reduction  In  Insurance  on  bulla 
and  cargoes  amounted  to  nearly  a  mil- 
lion   dollars— It    was    t«22,000— so    that  j.

"In  addition  to  the  public  improve- 
ment* on  the;  Los  Angeles  harbor  the 
great  private  corporations  are  prepar- 
ing to  Increase  their  facilities  for 
handling  the  Panama  canal'  trade. 
About  250  acrea  of  land  will  be  made 
by  filling  at  a  coat  of  $S, 000,000  by  pri- 
vate concerns.  The  Southern  Pacific 
railroad  haa  completed  what  Is  claimed 
to  be  the  longest  slip  in  tbe  United 
States.  It  Is  2,100  feet  Ions;  and  260 
feet  wide." 

Oakland  plans  to  spend  much  more 
than  the  southern;  port.  The  people 
have  voted  S2.SOO.000  to  begin  the  work, 
but  the  ultimate  plana  of  th«  harbor 
commission  call  for  expenditure  of 
125.000,000.  In  the  harbor  of  Oakland, 
for  the  dredging  of  which  the  federal 
government  .  recently  appropriated  an 
additional  million  and  a  half  dollars, 
the  first  big  munlclpa'  work  Is  to  be 
done.  A  concrete  quay  2.SO0  feet  long 
will  be  built  along  the  north  shore  and 
the   space  between    this  and   the   beach 


eight  miles' long  and  nve  miles  of  berth 
space  is  available.  When  the  plans 
now  contemplated  are  carried  out  witih 
piers  260  feet  wide  and  800  feet  long, 
the  contour  will  be  more  thin  thhjjy- 
slx   miles   in   length.

That  is  why  they  voted  to 
expend  $2,600,000  In  harbor  Improve- 
ments. They  have  also  passed  an  or- 
dinance that  places  all  wharves  and 
docking  facilities  .  under  supervision  of  1

Seattle  It  also  preparing.  Big  bar 
bor  plans  are  under  way,  and  It  is  pro 
posed  to  bring  the  wsjIS; re  harbor  under 
tbe  control  of  a  harbor  commission, 
consisting  of  perhajM  three  members. 
This  board  Will  be  X  tcrvernment  within 
itself  and  will  ban  absolute  charge  of 
the  water  frontage',  docks,'  warehouses 
and  f  very  thing  that  Is  connected  With 
tlu  commerce  of  th>  ?r+t  Ultimately 
It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  belt  line 
railroad  under  control  of  this  harbor 
bctrd.

Drowned  and  Teasel  Is  Awash 

off  Cape   Blanco 

Two  members  of  the  crew  of  the 
British  bark  Celticburn  were  washed 
.overboard  and  drowned,  several  Injured, 
a  whole  suit  of  satis  blown  away,  the 
vessel  Hooded  fore  and  aft  and  left 
helpless'  on  her  beam  ends  by  one  of 
the  storms  which,  during  the  pact 'two 
weeks,  have  played  havoc  with  shipping 
from  Boring  sea"  to  San  Juan  del  Cabo. 

News  of  the  plight  of  the  Celticburn 
this  morning  was  received  from  the 
'Merchants'  Exchange  at  San  Francisco, 
the  message  conveying  Information 
that  the  vessel  was  sighted  and  spoken 
October  10,  In  latitude  43  degrees  north 
and  longitude  130  degreea  west,  almost 
due  west  from  Cape  Blanco.  Ore.  The 
moaeage  which  was  received  via  San 
Francisco,  did  not  state  whether  Capt. 
J,  Price  of  the  Celticburn  had  asked 
for   assistance. 

The  bnrk  was  the  first  vessel  of  this 
years  great  licet  of  grain  carriers  to 
"leave  Pugct  sound,  and  passed  out  H> 
r.ea  at  Car»c  Flattery  Just  ahead  of  the 
British  steamship  Harpolion,  the  see- 
nml  vessel  to  leave.  The  British  baric; 
v  ;t«  i.ouiu!  for  the  C u£fea"  ^Kingdom. 
vit  i  J130.8BB  worth  of  wheat  closely 
flowed   In   her  holds. 

Local  shipping  men  on  hearing  of  the 
news  of  the  mishap  to.  the  Celticburn 
expressed  fears  that  In  her  flooded  con- 
dition difficulty,  might  be  met  with  ow- 
ing to  the  swelling  of  her  cargo  which 
was  packed  tightly.  The  danger,  how- 
'evcr,  will  not  be  so  great  as  If  she  had 
been  a  wooden  vessel.  She  Is  the 
eighth  craft  reported  as  having  been 
wracked  or  near-wrecked  In  the  fierce 
storms  which  lately  have  raged  along 
l  he  coast. 

The  Celticburn  is  a  four-mast  steel 
hark  of  2,655  tons  gross  register.  She 
Ik  :i>G  feet  In  length,  45.6  feet  In  beam 
lind  25.7  feet  deep.  She  Is  classed  as 
A-l  at  Lloyds,  was  built  in  1892  by 
Barclay,  Curie  &  Co.,  of  Glasgow,  and 
is  owned  by  the  Ship  Celticburn  com- 
pany.

If   tl»«   city   council   approver   of   the 
echeme  which     Alderman  Peden.  chair- 
man  of    the   cemetery   committee,     will 
submit  At  tonight" a  meeting-  of  til*  coun- 
cil,   the  question   of  cemetery   mainten- 
ance la  perpetuity  will,  Alderman  Peden 
la  convinced,  be  solved.  At  present  there 
are   some   2.260    graves   being   privately 
cared  tor,  the  owners  of  the  plots  hav- 
ing engaged  caretakers  for  that  purpose. 
In  addition  some  6,960  graves  are  being 
cared  for  by  the  city,  that  is.  the  grass 
thereon  la  being  cut  more  or  less  regu- 
larly while  some  1600  plots  are  still  un- 
sold.    It  is  costing  those  who  are  sub- 
scribing  to   the   care   of  the    privately- 
attended   graves  an  average     of  about 
13.50  per  year.     Alderman  Feden's  idea 
|«    to   charge     all      graves     about   that 
amount,   the  money  to     go  to     a  fund, 
while  in  cases  where  the  plots  are  not 
yet  sold  a  charge  tor  maintenance  would 
be  added  to  the  cost  of  the  plot.     This 
charge  on  all  graves  would,  in  the  space 
of  about  five  years,  furnish  a  fund  the 
Interest   on   which   would   be   sufficient 
to  take  proper  care  of  all  graves.     The 
annual  interest  would  become  a  perpet- 
ual fund  for  the  purpose  and  would  be 
— aufflcient  to  permit  of  preper  attention

AUSTRALIA  WANTS 

INDEPENDENT   LINE 

gj8MMs<84Ui   Steamship  Oonnootion  Is  »is- 
ln  Parliament  of 
Commonwealth. 


Australia  has  in  view  the  arrange- 
ment of  en  independent  line  of  steam- 
er* from  the  Commonwealth  to  Victoria 
and  Vancouver,  as  a  result  of  the  new 
arrangement  made  with  New  Zealand.  If 
suitable  arrangements  can  be  effected, 
according  to  advices  brought  by  the 
steamer  Zealendla  Tueadey.  The  Syd- 
ney correspondent  of  the  Auckland  Star 
said,  under  dats  of  September  23rd: 

"Canadian  trsde  and  the  Canadian 
mail  service  have  been  a  subject  of 
comment  In  the  Commonwealth  parlia- 
ment The  governor-general's  opening 
speech  said  that  the  question  of  reelp-  ' 
rocal  trade  with  New  Zealand  and  Can- 
ada was  under  consideration,  and  fur- 
ther information  was  sought  The  prim*} 
minister  admitted  having  told  the  im- 
perial conference  that  to  continue  the 
Vancouver  service  under  previous  con- 
ditions would  be  to  subsidise  New  Zea- 
land goods  in  preference  to  Australian. 
As  the  postmaster-general  hinted,  the 
government  does  not  see  Its  way  to  act. 
The  present  value  of  the  Canadian  trade 
with  Australia  is  set  down  at  only  £S0,- 
000  a  year,  and  this  Is  precisely  the 
amount  asked  for  a  continuance  of  the 
Vancouver  mall  service.  It  was  mention- 
ed thst  the  Zealandia's  last  trip  was 
the  last  under  the  previous  contract,  and 
that  thougft  for  a  short  time  the  steam- 
era  will  come  across  to  Sydney,  the  ter- 
minal port  in  future  will  be  In  New  Zea- 
land. 

•Ths  attitude  of  the  government  In- 
dicated that  it  is  disposed,  instead  of 
sharing  a  Canadian  service  with  New 
Zea'and.  to  put  down  bigger  money  for 
en  exclusive  Australian  service — if  a 
plan  can  be  suggested  that  will  show  a 
good  prospect  of  establishing  a  better 
trade  Mr.  Flnlayson.  representing  Bris- 
bane, expressed  the  Queensland  view 
definitely:  'The  Brisbane  people  said  dis- 
tinctly, end  I  repeat  It  here,  thst  any 
service  which  Includes  New  Zealand  is 
an  unfair  handicap  on  Australian  ex- 
porters, owing-  to-  the  reciprocal  treaty 
between  New  Zealand  snd  Canada.  For 
Australia  to  subsidise  a  line  of  steam- 
ships to  land  Australian  gooda  and  New 
Zealand  goods  in  Canada  under  the  same 
conditions,  and  then  permit  New  Zealand 
ths  absolute  advantage  of  the  reciprocal 
arrangement  will  seriously  prejudice  our 
shippers.' 

••Mr.  Pairbalrn,  a  Victorian  represen- 
tative, said:  'New  Zealand  authorities 
have  Jockeyed  our  ministry  completely 
out,  and  I  think  ws  ought  to  try  and 
get  In  again,  even  If  it  costs  us  a  llt- 
■  tie.'  In  the  other  chamber.  Senator  Mc- 
Coil  went  so  far  as  to  say  that  'It  I*  a 
drawback  and  a  danger  to  Australia  that 
boatt  running  between  this  country  and 
Canada  should  call  at  New  Zealand.  In 
one  ease  I  know  that  sixteen  Americans 
who  were  coming  over  with  the  object 
of  settling  In  Australia,  were  litter. 
I  cepted  In  New  Zealand,  and  they  re- 
mained there.  I  know  also  that  some 
undergraduates  front  Pueblo,  Colorado. 
Mating  to  this  eountry.  wire  stopped 
at  H*w  Zeslend,  and  wer*  persuaded  to 
remain  there.'  The  debate  made  It  clear 
that  quite  a  number  of  Australian  legls- 
Istors  are  Watching  New  Zealand  and 
Canada  attentively."
